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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR LI 37(b), filed by facsimile transmission on 
March 2, 2005, to revive the above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
Notice to File Corrected Application Papers mailed June 2, 2004. The Notice set a period for 
reply of two (2) months fi*om the mail date of the Notice. No extensions of time under the 
provisions of 37 CFR L136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, the above-identified application 
became abandoned after midnight August 2, 2004. 

In response to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers, petitioner submitted an 
authorization to charge $1,330 for the petition to revive fee, $6^ for a late filing surcharge, nine

Since the petition contains an assertion that this application is other than small entity, status as a 
small entity has been removed and the pefition fee will be charged as a large entity, if this is an 
incorrect interpretation, than petitioner must notify the Office immediately.

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With respect to item (2), the deposit account Hsted in the petition contains insufficient funds. 
Therefore, petitioner must submit SI, 500 for the petition fee before this application can be 
revived.
